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Unsterilized  bedpans,  broken  walls, 
filthy  kitchens  and  overcrowded 
quarters  —  although  the  inhuman 
conditions  under  which  patients  in 
public  hospitals  in  New  York  live 
and  die  have  been  a  matter  of 
public  record  for  over  a  year,  prac- 
tically nothing  has  been   changed. 

Medical  Roulette;  What  You  Don't 
Know  About  Hospitals  in  New  York 
City  Could  Kill  You,  a  six-part  doc- 
umentary on  our  hospital  system 
produced  by  Lucy  Komisar  and  the 
WBAI  News  and  Public  Affairs  Dept., 
will  examine  the  problem  and  dis- 
cuss the  available  alternatives  to 
the    present   system.

After  a  break  for  the  News  and 
the  Saturday  night  Commentaries,  there  will  be  an  Archive 
program  on  the  Maximus  Poems  of  Charles  Olsen,  then 
programs  on  the  art  of  poetry  in  Mexico,  Africa  and  Viet- 
nam, and  the  reactions  of  the  American  poet,  Herbert  Krohn, 
to  his  experiences  in  Vietnam.  We  welcome  listeners'  reac- 
tions to  this  experiment  in  block  programming. 

There  are  two  offerings  from  The  Mind's  Eye  Theatre 
this  month.  Monuments,  on  September  20,  is  a  series  of 
monologues  by  Diane  Di  Prima  and  was  the  last  production 
to  be  seen  at  the  late,  lamented  Cafe  Chino.  Monuments 
was  especially  recorded  for  radio  by  the  cast  that  was  seen 
at  the  Chino.  Iscariot,  on  September  10,  is  a  short  play  by 
Frank  Moffet  Mosier;  two  of  Mr.  Mosier's  earlier  plays. 
The  Birth  of  Venus  and  The  Eagle  and  the  Rock,  have 
also  been  heard  on  WBAI. 

This  month  D&L  begins  an  extraordinary  series  of  inter- 
views recorded  in  England  this  summer  by  Margaret  Croyden. 
They  will  include  most  of  the  prominent  "theatrical  person- 
alities of  the  British  theatre,  including  Donald  Pleasance,

Among  the  programs  oi  special  interest  from  the  Music 
Department  this  month  are  interviews  by  Ann  McMillan 
with  contemporary  composers,  Charles  Wuorinen,  Ralph 
Shapey  and  Iannis  Xcnakis,  plus  concerts  of  contemporary 
music  from  Columbia   University  and  Darmouth  University. 

During  September  the  Music  Department  morning  and 
afternoon  concerts  will  feature  a  series,  Arnold  Schoenberg 
Retrospective,  devoted  to  the  recorded  music  of  one  of  the 
twentieth-century's  most  influential  composers. 

The  News  and  Public  Affairs  Department  has  two  new 
Commentaries  beginning  this  month.
